based on a firmer foundation than a 
“press the button at the Washington” 
structure, Secretary Jardine express­ 
ed belief Sunday at Washington that 
the agricultural 
situation 
could be 
improved best 
by farm ers 
org an­ 
izing on a large scale and adopting 
strong business policies. 
Setting forth his views in an arti­ 
cle prepared for The Farm Journel, 
published at Philadelphia, the agri­ 
culture secretary advocated creation 
of a federal farm board and the pro­ 
vision of a revolving fund to assist 
the farmers in the undertaking. 
“There are two lines of approach 
to the solution, as I see it,” he said. 
“The first is in controlling surpluses 
that are due mainly to weather con­ 
ditions. 
This may be done by hold­ 
ing a p art of the abundant crop from 
one season to the next or from one 
year to another. 
It is also important 
to secure a more regular flow of the 
product into trade channels. 
“The seeopd 
approach 
is thru a 
better adjustment 
of production to 
market conditions. 
B yrthis I mean 
adjustment 
in kind, 
quality 
and 
amount of production. 
This calls for 
more complete and accurate informa­ 
tion on supply and demand at home 
and abroad, made readily available 
to farm ers in time to help them regu­ 
late production. 
“It also calls for reliable data on 
production problems 
in each region 
to supplement the farm ers’ experi­ 
ence in the 
combination 
of enter­ 
prises of the farm. 
“In 
handling surpluses due 
to 
weather conditions, 
I believe much 
could 
be 
done 
thru 
community 
stabilization 
corporations, 
operated 
by the 
farmers 
themselves, 
or by 
their marketing 
organization under 
the general 
guidance 
of a federal 
farm board. 
“The essential function of such a 
corporation would be to take off the 
m arket for a time a certain amount 
of commodity 
to prevent 
the price 
from falling to a ruinously low level. 
“ An ample revolving fund, to be 
administered by the board according 
to law, should be available to help 
cooperatives establish themselves on 
an effective basis. 
This fund should 
also be used to help carry surplus 
from one year to the next. 
“Producers must be willing to build 
from the bottom up. 
They must for­ 
get any petty quarrels between local 
leaders and organizations, and fed­ 
erate their locals 
into regional and 
national organizations handling largt 
volumes of business. 
“The best minds, experienced in the 
trade, must head such organizations. 
With such a setup, the government 


could do much more than it has done. 
“This plan would not put the gov­ 
ernment into the business of buying 
| and selling farm products. 
It is in 
| no sense a scheme of price fixing. 
It 
would not interfere with the regular 
functions of co-operative marketing 
organizations. 
i 
“Effective 
co-operation must 
be 
built from the bottom up, not from 
the top down. 
We can not lay out 
on paper an elaborate scheme for co­ 
operative marketing, have some gov­ 
ernment official ‘press the button at 
W ashington/ and then find wonders* 
accomplished for agriculture. 
“ Farmers themselves must he will­ 
ing to act together; leaders of local 
organizations must be able to work 
togeather in large federations for a 
common purpose. 
Then the govern­ 
ment can do a great 
deal to help 
farmers. 
* 
“Groups of producers and sections 
of the country are bound together in 
an increasingly 
complete 
relation­ 
ship, which demands some form of 
control over economic forces. 
What 
shall be the nature of this control? 
Shall it be, as some would have it, 
control by political government at­ 
tempting to legislate prosperity to 
this group or that? 
Or, shall it be 
self-control by men organized along 
the lines 
of mutual 
interest, 
with 
political government, backed by an 
informed 
public opinion, 
protecting 
the public 
interest 
by prescribing 
board rules of conduct?

Almost one-third of tire sepa­ 
rations from the navy were desertions, 
,iml only 11.0 per cent left the navy 
by honorable discharge or transfer to 
the Meet reserve.

J erusalem .- Haiti* Lut. or the Sett of 
Lot. known throughout the world as 
ilm Dead sea. is 
kcBy to become a 
source of vast income.

as much as 1,209 feet deep, while in 
others no more than 12 feet, contains 
huge quantities of suit to such an ex­ 
tent that it Is said that it is impossi­ 
ble to drown in it.

SKIN OF INDIAN 
BINDS OLD BOOK 


Anticue is Trea sured in Den­ 
v er Libra ry . 


Denver, 
Colo.—Preserved 
in 
tho 
skin of an Indian warrior, the “His­ 
tory of Christianity" is the most treas­ 
u red antiqu e in the archives of the 
Iilff school of theology of Denver u ni­ 
versity. The hook, with its binding of 
hu man parchment, was once the pos­ 
session of Gen. John Hu nt Morgan, 
famou s Confe« !erate raider. 
It was 
pu blished in 17o2 and its text is in 
Latin. 
By an ironic qu irk « if fate, the own­ 
er and binder of the hook, one of the 
historic characters of the Civil war 
and the old West, is bu t a memory 
and his mortal remains are du st, while 
the skin <*f the Indian warrior, his j 
enemy, is preserved and prized. 
Clinging to the book is a history of 
lu st for blood, of bate and revenge. 
Bu t by that same twist in fate and 
combination of circu mstances which 
reversed the intent of Morgan In bind­ 
ing tb« - book, it now stands as a sym­ 
bol of the doctrine of brotherly love. 
The elements of hate were estab­ 
lished when Morgan met the redskin 
in a desperate encou nter. With knives 
and mu scles they fou ght u ntil, with 
a heart stab, Morgan killed the war­ 
rior. 
Embittered by the stru ggle, Morgan 
had the skin of liis enemy <*u t from 
his body. 
Mis revenge was in having 
it treated and bleached to form a 
cover for an old Latin hook. 
I 
Morgan was no Latin stu dent and 
i the book he chose at random satirizes i 
! the whole affair. 
It was the "History 
! of Christianity." 
The skin of the Indian is well pre­ 
served. 
It lias been hloacht-d f«> ba­ 
nana color bu t is not broken nor 
cracked. 
The book was presented by General 
Morgan himself to a 
Dr. William 
Barns, who in tu rn handed it down 
to hts son, It. M. Barns, u f Denver, 
according to an inscription 
in the 
book. 
On September 20, 189 3, it was 
presented by R. M. Barns to the llifif 
school of theology.

ed belief Sunday at Washington that 
the agricultural 
situation 
could be 
improved best 
by farmers 
organ­ 
izing on a large scale and adopting 
strong business policies. 
Setting forth his views in an arti­ 
cle prepared for The Farm Journel, 
published at Philadelphia, the agri­ 
culture secretary advocated creation 
of a federal farm board and the pro­ 
vision of a revolving fund to assist 
the farmers in the undertaking. 
“There are two lines of approach 
to the 
olution, as I see it,” he said. 
“The first is in controlling surpluses 
that are due mainly to weather con­ 
ditions. 
This may be done by hold­ 
ing a part of the abundant crop from 
one .season to the next or from one 
year to another. 
It is also important 
to secure a more regular flow of the 
product into trade channels. 
“The second 
approach 
is thru a 
better adjustment 
of production to 
market conditions. 
By this I mean 
adjustment 
in kind, 
quality 
and 
amount of production. 
This calls for 
more complete and accurate informa­ 
tion on supply and demand at home 
and abroad, made readily available 
to farmers in time to help them regu­ 
late production. 
“It also calls for reliable data on 
production problems 
in each 
region 
to supplement the farmers’ experi­ 
ence in the 
combination 
of enter­ 
prises of the farm. 
“In 
handling 
surpluses 
due 
to 
weather conditions, 
I believe much 
could 
be 
done 
thru 
community 
stabilization 
corporations, 
operated 
by the 
farmers 
themselves, 
or by 
their marketing 
organization under 
the general 
guidance 
of a federal 
farm board.

get any petty quarrels between local 
leaders and organizations, and fed­ 
erate their locals 
into regional and 
national organizations handling large 
volumes of business. 
“The best minds, experienced in the 
trade, must head such organizations. 
With such a setup, the government 


I could do much more than it has done.

“This plan would not put the gov- 
• arnment into the business of buying 
| and selling farm products. 
It is in 
j no sense a scheme of price fixing.

would not interfere with the regular 
functions of co-operative marketing 
organizations.

“Effective 
co-operation must 
be 
built from the bottom up, not from 
the top down. 
We can not lay out 
on paper an elaborate scheme for co­ 
operative marketing, have some gov­ 
ernment official ‘press the button at 
Washington,* and then find wonder* 
accomplished for agriculture. 
“Farmers themselves must be will­ 
ing to act together; leaders of local 
organizations must be able to work 
togeather in large federations for a 
common purpose. 
Then the govern­ 
ment can do a great 
deal to help 
farmers.

“Groups of producers and sections 
of the country are bound together in 
an increasingly 
complete 
relation­ 
ship, which demands some form of 
control over economic forces. 
What 
shall be the nature of this control? 
Shall it be, as some would have it, 
control by political government at­ 
tempting to legislate prosperity to 
this group or that?

Y., Tuesday the United States of 
America paid its rent to its 
In­ 
dian landlords, the Senecas and 
surviving members of 
the 
Six 
Nations of the Iroquois. 
This annual ceremony in which 
jUncle Sam confesses himself to 
be a renter was marked bv the 
* 
transfer from representatives of 
the Departm ent of Indian affairs, 
of $54,000 in cash 
and 
24,000 
{yards of red 
calico. 
Although 
little 
known, 
the 
government 
must pay a similar 
tribute 
an­ 
nually for its tenure of the vast 
territory which belonged to the 
Indians at the time the new Re­ 
public became an established na­ 
tion. 
Will Hoag, 
president 
of 
the 
Senecas and head of the surviv­ 
ing Six 
Nations, 
received 
the 
tribute. 
“This 
occasion, 
which 
we call Cloth Day,’’ he told Farm 
and Fireside Magazine, 
“is the 
result of 
a treaty 
with 
George 
Washington, who in 
1795, 
rec­ 
ognized 
the 
claim 
of 
the 
powerful 
Iroquois 
to 
much of 
the 
land 
east 
of 
the 
Mis­ 
sissippi 
river 
and, 
while 
we 
agreed to allow the white colonies 
to 
grow, 
George 
Washington 
stipulated that we were 
forever 
to have, certain lands of our owm 
and that ‘as 
long 
as 
the 
sun 
shines, the grass grows green and 
the water runs down 
hill,’ 
the 
whites must pay on the ninth of 
every August, 
nine 
dollars 
in 
cash and four yards of red calico 
to each surviving member of our 
tribes. 
“There are six thousand of the 
Six Nations surviving, most of us 
Senecas. 
We are a free 
people,! 
owning 87,000 acres, 
a 
nation 
within the 
United 
States, 
yet 
separate 
from 
it.” 
continued 
Hoag. 
“ The treaty with W ash­ 
ington gives us the right to have 
our own government and to col­ 
lect' taxes from the 
white 
men j 
who come to live within our pres­ 
ent borders.” 
Salamanca, N. Y., is the only 
“ foreign” city that pays rent on j

to 
the 
Indians.

lease runs for ninety-nine years. 
w hen it must be renew cd.
